THE KING STONE. 


There is something extreme: 
ly satisfactory in locating the 
graves of our ancestors. It 
is a duty, also, that we owe 
to Our progenitors, to see 
that the Spot where their bod 
ies were laid to rest by their 
loving friends is kept sacredly 
free from wanton trespassers. 

Itis a sad fact that thefirs 
burying sround in that part of 
old Scituate which 1s now Nor- 
weil was broken up some sixty 
or seventy years since and tra- 
dition, only, tells the location 
of the yard. 

it was with great satisfac- 
tion that the writer obtained 
aclue to some of the old 
Srave-stones, and it was a. 
great pleasure to him to carry 
the search to a successful cul- 
mination, 

The facts cannot be better 
related than in the issue of the, 
Hanover Branch for Apr, 29, 1898 
from which the following para: 
graphs are quoted, | 

“An interesting discovery was 
made at Greenbush fast Sat- 
urday by Mr. George C. Turner 
ot Norwell, who sendsthe par. 
ticulars to this paper. 

The First Unitarian Church 
at Norwell Centre was formed 
i 1642 and its first meeting 
house stood on Wilsons Hill, 


near the Norwell-Scituate line. 
Here the society began a bury- 
ing Yround and continued its use 
until jate inthe !7th century, 
when jt became neglected, and 
finally, probably about 1830, some 
mercenary person pulled up 
the old gravestones and made 
the spot a mowing field. 

Mr. Turner learned from con- 
versations with aged peopig that 
some of the stones wer Car- 
ried to the old Chandler Clapp 
place in Greenbush and put un: 
der the corners of an old corn 
house. Last Saturday he visit- 
ed the place with Mr Frederic 
Cole and Mr. Charles O.Etlms of 
Scituate and was delighted to 
find his surmises correct. Two 
stones were found, but enly one 
had an inscription. This one ls 
well nigh pertect, and reads as 
follows:

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THE QUAKER CEMETERY. 


EMBERS of the Society of 

Friends, or Quakers were 

at one time quite numerous in 

Scituate and adjoining towns. 

There were two ‘Meeting. hou- 

ses” there, both of which were 
used for worshin, 

The larger one was moved 
to Pembroke, where it is in use 
at the present time by that 
society. One of these church. 
eS, probably the one styled in 
the records “the Upper Meet- 
ing-house, stood near the old 
cemetery, which was former. 
ly Known as the Wanton and 
Rogers burying ground, |i was 
a part of the Wanton farm, 
and the Wanton and Rogers 
families were buried here. It 
is probable that it was used 
as a burying place as early 
as 1661, for in that year John 
Rogers, the first of that name 
in Marshfield died and a year 
or two fater the wives of Ed- 
ward Wanton andJohn Rog- 
ers, son of first named John, 
died also. It wasa quarter 
of an acvecin extent. 


The late Calvin 1. Phillips, 
of South Hanover after visit: 
ing this Spot, Says in the “Pi- 
oneer, — “On the South Scitu- 
ate side of the North River a 
milé or more above Union Bridge, 
ina little thicket just on the riv- 
er bank, stands one solitary 
headstone marking the site of 
the old Wanton and Rogers bu. 
rying ground. It is a lovely 
spot, where a bend tn the riv- 
er brings into view a long 
reach, both above and below. 

Here beyond sight and hear 
ing from the highway, it may in- 
deed be said that ‘all theair 
a solemn stillness holds’ The 
dirses and muffied drum-beats 
of Decoration Day never break 
the quiet of the place, nor 
prompt friendly hands to clear 
away the briers from the nes 
lected and leaf-covered graves. 

But this burial place was 
not always the lonely spot 
it how seems, for when it was 
used it was within the limits 
of the farm of Edward Wanton, 
one of the most enterprising 
as wellas wealthy business 
men of the colony. The Wan- 
ton house and ship-yard were 
near by, and the river was the 
great highway. 
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ln 1705, Wanton, having 
lived here for more than forty 
years, and now growingald, deed 
ed to his son Michael, his home 
lot of 82 acres. Two years later 
we find mention of the burial 
place. when Michael Wanton 
deeds back to his father Edward. 
Wanton of Scituate and Jahn Ro- 
gers sentor of Marshfield, ‘a 
certain piece or parcel of land 
containing a quarter of an a- 
cre, lying and being in Scitu. 
ate, for a burying place for 
them, the said Wanton and 
Rogers, their heirs and assigns, 
families and posterities forever 
to bury their dead in from time 
to time, and for no other use 
whatsoever Being that parcel 
of land lying towards the north. 
east from my dwelling house, 
which hath been and still is 
used and fenced in for a bury. 
ing place, to continue the same 
breadth as it iS now fenced 
towards the north-east until 
it make up the quantity of a 
quarter of an acre, with a foot- 
way or privilege to pass on 
foot Trom the Said house to the 
burying place aforesaid and back 
again, as there shal! be occasion. 

The vengrable Edward Wan- 
ton was himself burtad here, 
Mmm l6=- The vemaiws of tac 
Succeeding generations of the 
Wanton farnily occupy less ob-

lt seems strange that such 
a careful nistorian as Deane 
should have written of the oid 
Friends burial ground in 1831 
that ‘no lettered stone is seen 
there, when even now the head- 
stone of Mary Webb is entire, 
and a part of Another is in 
place inscribed

—Month ~—!720 aged 19 

According to the statement of 
old people living neary there 
must have been still more 
stones Standing when Mr Deane 
was in Scituate. Did he nev- 
er visit the place? 

The inscription on the Webb 
stone is 

MARY WEBB ye Wife 

of EDWARD WEBB of Boston 

died ye 23° Smo 1798. 

When Michael Wantons chil- 
dren sold the old place in 1745, 
the burial place is mentioned as 
follows — ‘And excepting also out 
of the aforesaid 79 acres, the Du- 
rying place containing one quar- 
ter af an acre to be and remain 
a burying place forever for all 
persons whomsoever with full 
egress and regress for all per- 
sons to and from said bury- 
ing ground, ” 

We find in tne Will of Thom- 
as Rogers, son of John, second, 
the following: 
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“It is my mind and Will that 
my said two sons pay all my 
just debis and funeral charges, 
and fegacies aforesaid, and also 
to fence in the burying place 
that figs in Scituate, near the 
dwelling House that was Michael 
Wanton’, deceased” 

There is a tradition is these 
Kosers families that they are 
descended from the Martyr John 
Rogers, who was burned at [he 
stake in Smithfield England, in 
1555. No traces, however have 
yet been found to verify this, 
nor can any record of the Mar. 
tyr's family be found. . John 
Rogers (son of first John) to 
whom we referin connection 
with Edward Wanton and the 
burial place, was bern in Eng- 
land and came with his father 
to this country. He married Rho- 
da daughter of Elder Thomas 
King. After her death, he mar- 
ried a Second and again a third 
time, lgaving seven children. 

The stub of a stone now stand. 
ing in the old cemetery is at the 
grave of Judah Butler son of 
Johanna Butler, who was a 
daushier of John Rogers, sec- 
ond. Her husband was Judah 
Butler of Falmouth. 

Surely the least we can do 
is to preserve this spot sacred 
and save it from oblivion, mark 
Ing it in some suitable manner 
in memory of the brave men 
and women who helped build 
for us the foundationS upon 
which the lite and libertres of 


this great nation stand today. 
We hope the time is not far 
off when these memorials of 
the past will be cherished by 
their descendants, and saved from 
destruction at the hands of van- 
dals and curiosity hunters. 
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THE WANTON-ROGERS BURYING GROUND 
TODAY. 

The present condition of the ceme: 
tery as observed by a visitor to the spat 
on March 28, is tittle different from that 
of the past few years. The Mary Webb 
stone stands leaning against a stump 
and little Judah Butlers grave is still 
marked by the fragment referred to in 
Miss Ellis’ article. There are several 
stubs of Stones, and these are probab- 
lyin their original positions. This is 
cause for congratulation, for they pre: 
serve the exact lacationof this littie 
cemetery which has suffered such grie 
Yous wrongs. The adjoining fand, the 
owners of which have at times chimed 
the title to the cemetery, has changed 
hands twice during the last few years, 
and the farm of which this land is now 
a part is scon to be Sold again al pub- 
lic auction. Let us hope that no trans: 
fers of the neighboring lands will in 
any way work injury to the place of 
interment of these prominent early 
Settlers, for it is cruel injustice to 
their memory if some of their descen 
dants do not take measures to protect 
this spot. lt should be marked by a 
tablet or monument, for, one fourth 
mile from the nearest house, one halt 
mile from the nearest Highway, it is 
rarely visited and known to but Tew, 
This number of HISTORIA brings it 
into the knowledge of the general pub- 
lic again, and temporary interest will 
thus be aroused.

Wilson Hill, near tne Scituate 
line, was the site of the meet- 
ing- house of the Second Church 
in Scituate, and the church be-. 
yan a burying-ground here in 
1644. The Society removed to 
anew jlocation in |}©&0, and in 
time the little burying ground 
became negiected, ang early in 
the present century vandal 
hands destroyed al! traces of the 
cemetery, making Lhe Spot a 
level Tield. in April, i898, one 
of the old erave-stones was found 
m Scituate unaeran old corn- 
barn. 

A full account of the search 
for and finding of this relic 
was given in HISTORIA, No], 
so we will nere simply give 
the Inscription upon it,which is

The recent discovery of the 
Briggs stone was made through 
the efforts of Mrs. Phebe Turner 
and Mr. Edwara W.riumphrey, aid: 
ed by information furnished by 
Mr, John Turner. 

Mr Turner when a young 
man, was one day gunning In 
the vicinity of Wilson Hill, and 
came across a fragment of a 
gravestone. ; 
~ Surprised at the circumstance 
he inquired on reaching home, 
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of his father Hon. Samuel A. 
Turner, why Such a_ stone 
should be tn that vicinity. Mr 
Turner, Senior, was much jn- 
terested, and the stone was re 
moved to the Turner homestead 
but the many decades since 
then Khas almost caused it to 
be entirely forgotten by those 
whe Knew of it. One day last 
February, Mr. Turner mentioned 
it in conversation with the pub- 
hsher of HISTORIA and Search 
was at once made, finally re- 
sulting in Success. 

The inscription ts imperfect, 
as the stone isonly an wneven 
fragment. It is as follows:

An Ensign in King Philip's 
War, the common ancestor of 
the Briggs ship-builders one ot 
whom built the farnous ship “Co:

the ColumbiaRiver takes its 
name, the first American ves: 
sel to circumnayigate the 
globe, still “the frail memo- 
rial erected nigh’ proved pow. 
erless “his bones from insult 
to protect,” and the mortal re 
mains of this one, and many 
more of Scituate’s first set- 
tlers Ire in unmarked graves. 

Rev. Samuel Deane says 
of this burying-ground “Here 
were buried the earliest gene- 
rations of the Cushings, the 
Kings, the Torreys, the Hatchs, 
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the Robinsons, with Mr With- 
@rell, their first pastor. 

Duxbury’s people searched for 
and found Myles Standish’s 
grave. Will the descendants of 
Norwell's first settlers allow the 
Wilson Hill yard to go forever un: 
marked ? ‘

I the old Foster house (torn 
down. in 1898) lived at that time 
Mr. John Foster, and this entry 
from hrs Family Bible, now in 
the possession of his great - 
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grandson, Charles F Foster of 
Chester, Pa. is Interesting.

lt is said that the obscura 
tron did not begin until about 
ten in the forenoon, so who 
Knows but that the sturdy early 
risers Of that time had the Oak- 
man house well framed and se- 
Curely “‘trunnelled” at that hour.

PRESIDENT. LINCOLN'S SCITUATE ANCESTOR. 
FIRST PARISH CEMETERY INSCRIPTIONS. 
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ENT LINCOLNS SCITUATE ANCESTOR. 
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AT this time while the fad for 
hist orical and genealogical research 
is at its height while so many peo- 
ple are endeavoring to establish the 
proof that their ancestors fought in 
the Revolution or 
Mayflower, and every bit of histo~ 
ry is being ca rly songnt out and 
preserved, it may not be amiss to 
call attention to the fact that one 
of the ancestors of the great War 
President, Abraham Lincoln. was at 
one time 2 resident of Scituate, and 
that President Lincoln was descen 
ded fram the Lincolns of the Old 
Colony, It is only quite recently 
that the descent was satisfactori- 
ly traced, but the fact now seems 
Settled. Nir Shackford and the His- 
tury of Hingham assert it,and Mr. 
John T. Mierse in his “Life of Lin- 
coln’ accepts it. Nicolay and Hay 
also consider it probable, 

Samuel Lincoin, of Hingham was 
the first of the line in Ameri ina. and 
itis tnrough his son Mordecat that 
Scituate can claim a part pf the 
honor The History of Hingham says: 
“Mordecai Lincoln, the son of Sam 
uel was bern fn Hingham, June 
4. 1657. He married for his first 
wife Sarah Jones, dau of Abraham 


came over in the. 


and Sarah (Whitman) Jones of 
Hull. His second wife was the wid- 
ow Mary Gannett, probably of Scit- 
vate. He died suddenly Nov. 727, 
in his 71 year.” 

His son Mordecar horn April 
24, 1686 inherited HO pounds and 
removed to Monmouth County, New 
Jersey and afterwards to Pennsy! 
vania. His son John, in turn, 

usned south into Virginia, and 
settled in Augusta County, in that 
part which was later set off as Rock 
ingham County. 

This John had five sons, John, 
Thomas, Abraham, Isaac and Ja- 
cob. Abraham settled in North 
Carolina and married. His family 
were neighbors of and intimate 
with the Roongs, and according 
to Nicolay and Hay it was this in- 
timacy that probably caused him 
to give up his home in North 
Carolina and remove to Kentucky. 

He was a man of average means 
and entered several valuable tracts 
of public land fn that state, which 
was at the time being rapi idly set 
tled by men from Virginia ana 
Carolina. He did not live long 
to enjoy the possession of his 
new found heme, being killed by 
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@ lurking Indian waile at 
work in a field near his cabin.

And it argues well for the pris-

of our sketch, Deane says Mor- 
decal settled at Bound Brook 
Bridge in 1700, and erected mills. 
Bivelow's History of Cohasset says 
that he erected fron works about 
1703, at Bound Brook where Tur- 
tle Island 1s formed by the divid- 
ed and reunited stream. Bound 
Brook, by the way, is an historic 
little stream, as it was for some 
time @ Dart of the boundary be 
tween the Plymouth and the 
Mass. a Colonies. To this day 
after the lapse of nearly two 
hundred years the mills on th 
old Site are known as the Lin- 
coln Mtils, 

It is to be regretted that- 
Deane, writing 1830 could not 
have given us a more definite

face, soradiant with the true 
Christ-like spirit of heipful 
love cast its inspiring light on 
my young life, when he first 
came to the Unitarian Church 
in South Scituate, in 1836. 

A new life seemed opened. 
to me and all others through 
his uplifting services in the 
Church, and his Christian sym- 
pathy and true friendship in 
our hornes; that warm and full 
hand grasp and genial smile pen- 
etrated far deeper the hidden 
life of every soul than volurnes 
of high-sounding wards. 

His church services were ve- 
ry Impressive, tnere was such 
a depth of true, honest, untrr- 
Ing zeal in the Masters cause. 
It was not the form of religion 
he advocated, but the real spirit. 

he believed most thoroughly 
in baptism, but believed that 
one drop of pure water was as 
effectual as an ocean. Howev- 
er, Tf any one thought differ- 
ently he acceded to their wish. 


é5, and when Miss Mary Merritt 
thought immersion the only 
true baptism, he gave her bap- 
tism inthe North River. 

One of his first efforts was to 
establish a Sunday School, and 
ina very Short time the two 
rows of pews in the center of 
the church were filled with ea- 
ger, upturned faces, to catch 
the welcome, radiant smile of 
his face, and with close atten- 
tron listen to the very impres- 
sive lesson givenby Story, or 
bible truth in the opening exer- 
Gis Ss 

And rich indeed was the bl- 
essing to everychild and youth 
who entered there. One of his 
most impressive lessons was that 
of “Overcoming Evil with Good? 
and he gave to the Library six 
yolumes of a book entitled “A 
Kiss fora Blow. so anxious 
was he that every child should 
read it. 

This was the spirit he was 
constantly Carrying out in his 
whole life. I once heard him 
tell of Nis experience when 
travelling in New Hampshire 
on a lecture tour He was 
obliged to ride through a long 
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piece of woods which had a 
great reputation for robbers. 
Just as he was about halfway 
through, a very rough-looking 
man rushed from a thicket ta- 
ward his horse's head, when 
Mr. May, reining in his horse, 
said “Weil, sir! You seem to be 
going my way. ! am alone, jump 
in; Shall be happy to have your 
company.”— Rather amazed, the 
man got in, and was soon ist 
ening to Mr May's pleasant 
and interesting stories. At 
first the man was very reticent 
but finally quite sociable, and 
when the village was reached he 
said,"\ will now leave you! and 
giving his hand a warm claspas 
Ae left the carriage, said, “You 
Can never Know the great bene 
fir you have done me.” Mir. May 
had good reason to believe that 
the man's evil intentions had 
heen overcome by his kindness. 
The same spirit was rnanifest 
in fis parish life. One gentle. 
man was So opposed to him on 
account of his great earnestness 
in the temperance cause that 
he would not go with his fam- 
ily to church, so MrMiay would 
always take pains to send him 


word when ne was to exchange, 


that he might then have the 
privilege of attending. 

Mir, May aroused the whole 
town—which was then a very 
extensive township — jin the 
cause of Temperance. ie 
formed a company of five hun- 
dred children and youth into

This was printed on white 
satin ribbon bearing a beauti- 
ful dzsign, and gach one wore 
one of these as a badge.

Mir Mays example and ear- 
nest words made such an im- 
pression that many who came 
under his influence never after 
tasted liquors of any kind and 
when they became members of 
the Church refused the wine 
when offered at the Lord's Sup. 
per. In his own Church he in- 
stituted’ the use of unterment 
ed wine. 

Well do | remember his ac 
tive service in the Anti-Slave- 
ry cause, the Geep impression 
he made of the awful iniqui- 
ty of the entire system. He 
invited the Misses Sarah and 
Angelina Grimke to his home, 
They were very dark and hay- 
ing been reared in slavery 
could neither read nor write, 
but they gave most eloquent 
Anti Slavery lectures not only 
in his own church, but in the 
Surrounding towns; and this, 
with his own inspired uttersn- 
ces, exerted a decided Anti Sila 
very influence inthe whole 
community. 

He was much opposed to 
War, and formed a Peace So- 
ciety, Whose influence was

BowKeR SY THERE. is no locality 
i in our dear New Eng- 
) i| land which has not some 

if! claim to historical rec- 
egnition. Even this lonely 
‘Street has traditions dating 
wack te 1000. “tt connects 
Main. Street, near the Nathan- 
iel Brooks place, with Grove 
Street, formerly called Da- 
marr Street. 

The old Dimmick Bowker 
house ts Situated on the south- 
ern slope of Bowkerhill, which 
iS a very steep elevation over 
which the road climbs. 

The Bowker farm was, {n 
days gone by, ene of the most 
zxtensive in the town of Scit- 
wate, and farming of the real 
old-fashioned kind was here 
earried on, 

On the summit of the nill 
stood the David Bowker house 
lono since torn down, The lt- 
lac Dushes still grow beside 
the old foundation, and the 
rove of decaying apple trees 
tell of human thought and 
Planning, 

The view trom this spot Is 
Charming, although scarcely 
a house or an acre of culti- 
VYated land can he seen. To 
the east ong notices Hoop- 
Pole Hill, near which Richard 
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Prouty settiedin 1670. Sev. 
eral of this pioneers granda- 
children removed together to 
Spencer, Massachusetts, where 
many deseendants now live. The 
Proutys of Riageg Rill and Scit- 
uate are also descendants of 
Richard, 

The site of the David Bowker 
house is not readily located at 
most times of year as shrubs 
and tre@s are growing very nu 
merous on the border of the 
Street, Dut In May the lovely 
blossoms of the “old homestead” 
flower of New England, the li 
lac, are cdlelicate reminders of 
a household ot years ago. 

There were many children 
at this old house and none of 
them have remained In South 
Scituate. We believe that only 
two of Davicl Bowkers chit 
dren are now living, Mr & d- 
win L, Bowker of Waltham, 
and Mis. Laura Chapman of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

Old Bowker Street in its 
loneliness and desertion does 
not seem likely to have had 
nuch influence, in any way, 
upon the world. Still, if you 
will gg inte the city of Bos- 
fon, you will find a business 
Street in the northern part 
of the city proper, which 
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takes jts nametrom a gen- 
tlemman swhose boyhood tome 
was on the top of Bowker 
Hill, Scituate. 

Bovvker Street, Boston, was 
named for Mn Edwin L. Bowk- 
ern the son of David Bowker, 
about 187Q.. lt was, before 
that, Adams Street. Bena 
min James, formerly of Scit- 
uate, was Chairman of the 
committ¢eé for naming streets 
(he being an Alderman fram 
East Boston) and upoo is 
recommendation the new 
Name was given. 

KRowker Street, Boston, and 
Bowker Street, Norwell have 
nothing in commen beside the 
name. The latter passes 
through a country the wild- 
ness of which seems almost 
primeval, while the former 
is bordered by massive man.- 
ufacturing buildings, net 
the least important of which 
is the great marble working 
establishment of bowker 
Worcey & Co, 


After David Bowkers fam-— 


ily moved away from the old 
MOUSE, we are informed that 
it waS occupied by a family 
by the name Of Clapp of which 
Mr Edwin Clapp, now of East 
Weymouth was a member 
The first Bowkers settied 
near the northern end of the 
street. Deane says “James 
Bowker (from Sweden) was 
in Scituate 1660. His farm 
was laid out on the east of 
Burnt Plain and west of Sam- 
vel Bryant's land. tis wife 
was Mary. His children were

the Jast two being haptized 
In the second Church, 1686 
also Richard Edmund and 
Benjamin.

lected. It is well enclosed 
by stone wails, and this was 
evidently done by some des 
cendant of Elijah Bowken as 
a substantial monument to 
this family ts the only Bow- 
ker Stone in the yard, 

lt is to be regretted that 
no more stun¢s were “erect 
ed. Partial explanation of 
this fact may be tound in 
the evidence that there was 
an old tomb here which has 
been tilled up.

A re-production of an article 
which appeared in a local 
newspaper several yzars avo. 
It deserves careful reading. 

The author is the well-known 
antiquarian, Charles Otis 
Ellms of Greenbush. 


Ort North Scituate beach 
lies a ledge, where at times 
the breakers lash with dismal 
roar, leaving the sea white 
with foaming crests, as the 
nNgarby watch tawer casts its 
warning light. Then at times 
the water seems petrified like 
polished blue marble, tempt- 
Ing one to walk on its treach- 
erous surface as the billows 
softly roll with mo hostile as- 
pect towards a friendly shore. 

On the Joth day of Decem. 
ber, 1693, Capt. Anthany Colla- 
more, with five persons, sailed 
from Scituate Harbor ina sloop 
laden with wooed for Boston, 
and was caSt away and all 
lost on this ledge, which has 
borne the name of Collamore 
eversinces Seme |!7 years 
ago there was found in the 
home of a lineal descendant 
of the Oth generation — of 
Capt. Collamore, quaint elegiac 
lines on his death, styled 
“Threnodia, or a mournful 
Remembrance of the much tebe 
lamented Death cf the worthy 
and Pious Capt. Anthony Colla- 
more.” Jt is written by Deo- 
date Lawson, the minister of 
the South Parish of Scituate. 
whose place of worship stood 
where how is an ancient bury: 
ing ground in Norwell on the

hill near where the read leads 
to Unien Bridge. There are 
30 verses. They were printed 
at Boston by Bartho Green 
in 16094.
